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WHAT  IS  THE  COLLEGE  f 
WHAT  DOES  IT  ACCOMPLISH  f 


The  College  was  founded  in  1872,  as  an  institution  exclusively  for  the 
Blind.  Students  are  received  from  all  parts  of  the  British  Isles  and  the 
Colonies.  The  College  is  quite  undenominational  in  character.  Its  object 
is  to  train  the  Blind  to  earn  their  own  living,  and  to  render  them  indepen¬ 
dent,  self-reliant  citizens.  Incredible  as  it  may  appear,  this  is  an  object 
which  the  College  has  succeeded  and  does  continually  succeed  in  accom¬ 
plishing,  and  there  are  now  more  than  740  former  pupils  not  only  earning 
their  own  living,  but  in  several  cases  assisting  their  parents. 

84.4  p>er  cent,  of  these  graduates  are  filling  their  places  in  the  world 
as  organists  and  teachers  of  music,  pianoforte  tuners,  clergymen,  school 
teachers,  governesses,  shorthand  typists,  etc.  M'^ithout  the  College  train¬ 
ing  many  of  them  would  still  be  helpless  and  hopeless  and  a  permanent 
charge  on  the  rates.  The  College  is  therefore  an  economic  benefit  to  the 
community,  and  should  receive  whole-hearted  and  generous  support. 

Do  not  forget  that  it  is  cheaper  to  educate  the  Blind  than  to  sup¬ 
port  them  as  paupers,  while  the  moral  and  physical  benefit  which  is 
given  to  any  individual  by  training  him  to  become  a  self-respecting 
citizen  is  an  asset  which  cannot  be  over-estimated. 

As  originalhj  it  arose,  so  it  has  continued,  largely  by  voluntary 
effort.  Tbe  College  is  in  urgent  need  of  funds  to  continue  its  good  work 
and  secure  such  a  fund  as  will  place  its  national  and  imjjerial  work 
for  the  Blind  on  a  permanent  financial  basis. 

It  is  considered  a  grand  and  nobie  act  to  endow  a  Coiiege  for  the  Sighted. 
Is  it  less  noble  to  do  so  In  the  case  of  the  Blind?

PIONEER  WORK  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 


1.  Pianoforte  Tuning,  1873. — -A  fuller  and  more  comprehensive  form 
of  Training  than  had  ever  yet  been  given  in  this  country. 

Instruction  in  the  tuning  of  the  Player-piano  was  commenced  in 
1917.  The  results  have  been  more  than  satisfactory  and  have  exceeded  all 
expectations.  No  tuner  can  now  gain  his  Graduation  Certificate  unless 
able  to  tune  this  instrument. 

2.  Physical  Training,  1873. — All  forms  of  physical  training,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Swedish,  German,  British  and  American  .systems. 

3.  Dramatic  Performances,  1881. — Mendelssohn’s  “Son  and  Stran¬ 
ger  ”  was  given  in  this  3'ear  with  only  two  seeing  people  in  the  cast.  So 
much  success  was  achieved  that  a  Committee  in  Glasgow  paid  the  expenses 
of  students  to  give  a  performance  in  the  St.  Andrew’s  Hall  of  that  city. 
Enough  mone.v  was  raised  by  tliis  and  repeat  [jerformances  to  print  the 
Cathedral  Psalter  in  Braille.  All  forms  of  acting  are  of  the  greatest  value 
to  blind  people,  and  greatly  assist  in  helping  them  to  overcome  stiffness  of 
movement  and  awkward  maimerisms.  Since  1881  there  have  always  been 
annual  performances  of  at  least  two  plays. 

4.  Kindergarten,  1882. — The  first  School  for  the  Blind  in  the  world 
to  open  this  particular  branch  of  education. 

5.  Su'imming  and  Life  Saving,  1883. — Through  the  liberality  of  the 
late  Dr.  T.  R.  Armitage,  a  bath  55ft.  long,  25ft.  wide,  and  from  3  to 
6ft.  deep,  was  added  to  the  College  equipment.  The  Roj'al  Life  Saving 
Society  was  founded  in  1891,  and  in  1892  five  boj^s  were  successful  in 
gaining  their  Proficiencj^  Certificate.  Since  that  date  59  Certificates  and 
17  Medallions  have  been  won. 

6.  Toothed  Wheel  Pencil  and  Compasses,  1886. — These  instruments 
enabled  pupils  to  make  their  own  geometrical  figures  and  were  specially 
useful  in  the  working  out  of  riders.  Prior  to  this  time  attempts  had 
been  made  to  work  figures  with  a  needle  and  thread,  but  naturally  with 
but  little  success.  H.M.  Inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Education,  heartily 
congratulated  the  late  Mr.  Guy  Campbell  in  having  introduced  them  into 
the  College.  The  National  Institute  now  manufactures  and  sells  these 
exceedingl}'  useful  articles. 
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7.  Cycling  and  Roller  Skating,  1887. — Eight-in-hand  and  twelve-in- 
hand  cycles  were  purchased,  and  in  addition  to  thoroughly  touring  over 
the  roads  of  Surrey  and  Kent,  journeys  were  repeatedly  taken  to  Hrigliton 
and  back,  to  Birmingham  and  to  Derby. 

Roller  skating  still  continues  to  afford  one  of  the  most  pleasing  and 
healthful  recreations  at  the  College,  and  at  various  times  the  tests  of  the 
National  Skating  Association  for  Great  Britain  have  been  passed. 

8.  Typewriting  1887,  Shorthand  1898. — Though  typewriting  and 
shorthand  were  started  prior  to  these  years  at  Birmingham,  tiie  College  was 
the  first  to  draw  up  and  arrange  a  scheme  of  work  wliich  would  qualify 
students  to  earn  a  living  as  professional  typists  and  shorthand  writers. 

9.  Training  College,  1895. — The  Board  of  Education  sanctioned  the 
opening  of  a  Training  College  Department  for  the  training  of  blind  people 
to  become  teachers.  As  a  result,  graduates  have  been  employed  as 
teachers  at  Birmingham,  Bolton,  Bradford,  Bridgend,  Brighton,  Burma, 
Cardiff,  Ceylon,  Glasgow,  Leeds,  I.ondon,  Montreal,  Newcastle, 
Nottingham,  Preston,  Rhyl,  Sheffield,  Soutlisea  and  many  other 
Institutions. 

10.  E.raniinations  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  and  Royal  College 
of  Organists,  1901. — This  was  llie  first  year  in  which  tliese  examinations 
were  undertaken.  'I'o  date,  (5!)  students  and  graduates  of  the  College  have 
gained  the  Associateship  and  30  the  Fellowship  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Organists,  w  hile  09  luive  won  the  Licentiateshi|)  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Music.

9.  By  employing  or  recommending  the  employment  of  our  musical 

graduates  as  organists  and  music  teachers,  and  of  our  literary 
graduates  as  teachers  or  governesses. 

10.  By  promoting  concerts  and  gymnastic  or  swimming  displays  given  by 

the  pupils  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  College. 

11.  By  securing  an  annual  Church  or  Chapel  collection  and  inviting  the 

pupils  to  render  the  musical  portion  of  the  service  in  order  that 
their  ability  as  organists  and  singers  may  be  demonstrated  and 
thus  lead  to  future  employment.

Friends  and  supporters  all  over  the  country  are  urged  to  continue  to 
press  the  claims  of  qualified,  avd  only  qualified,  students  for  a  trial  as 
pianoforte  tuners,  musicians,  school  teachers,  governesses  and  shorthand 
typists. 

In  the  commercial  world  it  is  efficiency  alone  that  counts. 
Unqualified  blind  people  sometimes  obtain  employment,  and  though 
they  are  soon  found  out  and  discharged,  much  harm  to  the  future  employ¬ 
ment  of  the  blind  has  been  done. 

To  safeguard  against  misrepresentation,  all  properly  qualified  students 
who  leave  the  College  are  given  a  Certificate,  which,  when  asked  for, 
they  should  be  able  to  produce.  All  prospective  employers  should  know 
that  if,  for  any  reason,  the  Certificate  cannot  be  produced,  they  will 
receive,  on  writing  to  the  College,  a  reply  by  return  of  post,  vouching 
for  the  statements  of  the  applicant  if  they  be  true.

Report  or  tDe  Board  of  eouernors. 


Prize  Festival.  Tlie  Annual  Prize  Festival  took  place  at  the 
College  on  Friday  afternoon,  July  Slth. 

It  was  deeply  regretted  tliat  owing  to  tlie  very  serious  illness 
of  Mrs.  Paston  Crane,  Lieut. -Colonel  C'.  P.  Cirane,  D.S.C).,  O.B.F,., 
was  unable  to  i)reside,  as  originally  announced.  Sir  Bernard  Mallet, 
K.C.B.,  how'ever,  kindly  consented  to  take  the  chair  and  the  Hon. 
Sybil  Legh  to  distribute  the  prizes. 

Among  the  large  company  w’ere  Lord  Lamington  (Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  (Jovernors)  and  Lady  I.amington,  Mr.  .Tosiah  Beddow 
(Chairman  of  the  Finance  and  House  Committee)  and  Miss  Beddow, 
Mr.  Harold  B.  (Irimsdale,  F.H.C.S.,  Captain  A.  H.  Heath  and 
M  rs.  Heath,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hubert  Uobert.son,  tbe  Mayors  and 
Mayoresses  of  Camberwell,  Deptford,  Holborn  and  Crccnwich,  the 
Mayoress  of  Lambeth  and  daughter,  the  Mayor  of  Shoreditch  and  the 
Mayor  of  Woolwich,  (iolonel  F.  Clay,  C.B.F,.,  Secretary  of  the 
(iardner’s  'I'rust  for  the  Blind,  Mr.  11.  Oake,  Secretary  to  the 
Training  Colleges  Delegacy,  Ihiiversity  of  London,  Dr.  Edward 
■Mien,  U..S.A.,  the  Princiiial,  Mrs.  Campbell,  and  many  other 
friends. 

The  following  account  of  the  Festival  is  comijiled  from  notices  in 
the  public  Press  : — 

The  visitors  first  saw'  some  excellent  drill  and  mass  exercises  by 
the  students  on  the  parade  ground,  the  display  ending  with  a  figure 
march  which  terminated  with  the  formation  of  the  words  “  Royal 
Normal  College.”  Every  movement  was  smartly  executed  and  met 
with  the  spectators’  very  warm  appreciation.  I'hey  w'ere  also  able 
to  watch  classes  at  work,  roller  skating  in  the  Fawcett  Gymnasium 
and  a  demonstration  of  sw'imming  and  life-saving  in  the  Armitage 
Swimming  Bath.  They  then  inspected  the  excellently  neat  work 
done  in  typewriting  and  Braille  shorthand,  afterwards  proceeding  to 
the  Gardner  Hall,  where  an  organ  recital  and  concert  w'ere  given. 

On  the  Wily  to  the  C'oncert,  at  the  recpiest  of  Lord  I.amington. 
Mr.  Josiah  Beddow,  who  has  been  connected  with  the  College  for 
nearly  forty  .years,  and  is  the  oldest  Member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors,  unveiled  Memorial  Tablets  to  the  Gardner’s  Trust  for 
the  Blind,  the  late  Sir  Francis  and  Mr.  Guy  Cam)ibell  and  to  the 
Carnegie  Trustees.  In  doing  this,  he  said  ;  —

Since  then  MrsT  (Jiiv 
I  ampbell  has  added  to  her  many  duties  the  responsibilities  of  the 
po.sition  of  Principal  with  great  efficiency.  The  third  tablet  1  am  going

Mr.  Beddow  then  pulled  a  cord  releasing  the  Hag  which  had 
covered  the  tablets.

”  This  tablet  records  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  College  to  the  Carnegie  Trustees  for  their 
liberal  financial  assfstanee  afforded  in  1918  and  1922.” 


Prior  to  the  Prize  Distribution,  Lord  Laniington  said  :  — 

“  1  wish  to  apologise  to  all  assembled  here  that  another  engage¬ 
ment  necessitates  Lady  Laniington  and  ni.vself  leaving  now,  but  before 
going  away  1  should  like  to  express  to  Aliss  Sybil  Legh  oiir  gratitude 
to  her  for  coming  this  afternoon  to  di.stribute  the  prizes,  and  atso  to 
thank  Sir  lleriiard  .Mallet  for  presiding  on  this  occasion.  Colonel 
Crane  was  to  have  occupied  the  Chair  and  Mrs.  Crane  was  to  have 
distributed  the  [irizes,  but,  uiifortiiiiately,  the  sudden  serious  illne.ss  of 
Mrs.  Crane  has  made  this  impossible.  1  am  sure  that  at  the  end  of 
the  Prizegiving  you,  too,  will  express  to  .Miss  Legh  and  to  Sir  Hernard 
Alallet  your  thanks  for  their  consideration  and  kindness  in  coming 
here.  1  must  also  refer  to  the  presence  ol  Dr.  I'ltlward  Alhui,  who 
from  1885  to  1888  was  on  the  Staff  of  this  College  and  1  understand 
that  our  methods  have  been  adopted  in  tbe  United  States  at  his 
instance.  He  has  thought  fit  to  come  here  this  aiternoon,  and  1  regard 
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it  as  a  great  compliment  to  the  work  of  the  College  that  he  should 
liave  come  amongst  us.” 

'I'lie  Hon.  Sybil  I.egh  then  distributed  the  prizes,  after  which 
there  was  a  charming  incident  wlien  one  of  the  little  boys  presented 
Miss  Legh  with  a  bouquet  from  which  she  removed  a  red  carnation, 
the  little  lad  proudly  leaving  the  platform  with  the  flower  in  his 
buttonhole. 

Sir  Bernard  Mallet,  in  a  very  interesting  address,  expressed  his 
great  jjleasure  at  being  at  the  College  for  the  first  time.  He  said  : — 

“  Curiously  enough,  in  a  long  life  T  have  come  very  little  into 
contact,  either  in  my  private  circle  or  in  such  social  work  as  lias  come 
mj'  way,  witli  the  blind.  All  1  know  of  the  education  of  the  blind  is 
derived  from  the  study  of  the  inteiesting  Report  for  last  year  and 
other  papers  in  connection  with  this  College,  which  1  have  been  reading 
this  morning.  On  the  other  hand,  my  ignorance  of  the  subject  has 
enabled  me  to  come  quite  fresh  to  this  wonderful  place  and  all  the 
various  activities  of  the  students  have,  therefore,  made  a  greater 
imiires.siou  upon  me  than  if  T  had  been  familiar  with  what  could  he 
done  in  the  matter  of  educating  the  blind.  1  have  been  deeply  moved 
and  really  a.stonished  and  astounded  at  all  I  have  seen  and  the  success 
which  is  attained  in  rendering  the  blind  so  largel.v  independent  of 
sight  and  of  developing  other  senses  to  take  its  jilace.  One  cannot  help 
feeling  the  deejiest  gratitude  and  thankfulness  for  an  institution  of 
this  kind  which  can  and  does  make  people  independent,  self-reliant 
citizens,  capable  of  enjoying  and  using  life  almost  as  full.v  as  those 
blessed  with  sight.  As  1  am  here  as  the  representative  of  the 
Gardner’s  Trust  T  may  jierhaps  he  allowed  to  say  how  glad  T  am  to  see 
what  substantial  assistance  that  Trust  renders  to  this  Institution,  and 
r  am  quite  sure  there  is  no  better  way  in  which  the  Trust  can  render 
the  assistance  it  is  bound  to  give  than  b.v  supporting  this  great 
in.stitution.  T  should  like  to  give  an  assurance  of  their  continued 
interest,  goodwill  and  support.  (.A ji plau.se.)  No  better  justification  for 
this  support  can  1)6  adduced  than  the  list  of  successes  which  I  find  in 
the  Report  for  last  year.  Amongst  them  I  should  like  to  make  special 
reference  to  the  Exhibition  awarded  by  Somerville  College,  Oxford,  to 
Miss  Ellen  Gurnell,  also  holder  of  a  Gardner  Seholanship  of  £60.  But 
T  think  even  more  important  than  an.v  single  success  is  the  fact 
that  there  are  now  between  700  and  800  former  pupils  earning  their 
own  livelihood.” 

Sir  Bernard  .spoke  of  the  appeal  made  for  the  funds  of  the 
College,  an  appeal  which  he  said  he  should  like  to  reinforce.  He 
could  do  so  with  real  conviction  and  enthusiasm  after  seeing  the  work 
that  day.  The  present  was  a  bad  time  to  appeal,  but  the  work  was 
of  moral  and  economic  importance,  and  he  hoiied  the  appeal  would 
not  be  in  vain.  The  Gardner’s  Trust  was  ])roud  to  do  its  share 
and  he  was  glad  to  be  its  representative  on  that  occasion.  (Applause.) 

Captain  Heath  moved  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Sir  Bernard 
Mallet  and  the  Hon.  Sybil  Legh,  and  called  for  cheers  for  them 
which  were  heartily  given.

'I'lie  Principal  also  llianked  Miss  l-cffli  for  the  cliarniing  way 
in  wliicli  slie  liad  distrilaited  tlie  prizes  and  asked  her  to  convey  to 
Mrs.  Crane  the  best  wislies  of  all  at  the  College  for  a  speedy  recovery, 
and  to  say  that  they  hoped  she  would  honour  the  College  hy  a  visit 
on  some  future  occasion. 


Gardner's  Trust  for  the  Blind.  'I'he  Board  of  Governors  are  more 
than  grateful  to  the  'I’nistees  for  their  valuable  assistance  in  con¬ 
tinuing  to  grant  Scholarships  so  that  hoys  and  girls  are  able  to  com¬ 
plete  their  vocational  training  and  go  out  into  the  world  ready  to  earn 
their  livelihocMl.  During  the  year  sixteen  hoys  and  seven  girls  sat  for 
the  tlardner's  Trust  examination  and  sixteen  boys  and  three  girls 
were  awarded  scholarships.  I  he  Board  also  wish  to  record  their 
thanks  for  a  speeial  grant  from  the  Trustees  whieh  enabled  three  new 
typewriters  to  be  purchased. 

Training  College.  Friends  and  Subscril>ers  will  be  glad  to  learn 
that,  although  the  Board  of  Education’s  final  examination  for  Training 
Colleges  is  now  at  an  end,  the  Cniversity  of  I.ondon  have  agreed  to 
inelude  the  College  in  their  Training  College  Scheme.  This  official 
recognition  by  the  Cniversity  is  very  gratifying  and  enables  students 
who'^wish  to  take  up  the  profession  of  teaching  to  be  trained  at  the 
College  as  heretofore. 

Successes  of  Students.  It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that 
the  success  of  students  in  competitions,  and  in  passing  musical  and 
other  examinations  continues  to  be  very  gratifying.  (.See  Principal’s 
Report,  page  22.)

The  Principal  has  rosrctfiilly  to  annonnoo  the  death  of  the 
following  former  students:  — 

Miss  Ajiei.ia  ('AViniKT.i,,  who  was  the  first  girl  jnipil  and 
spent  over  fifty-nine  years  at  the  t'ollege,  first  as  a  jHipil  and 
subsequently  as  a  teaeher  of  Singing  and  French.  Mi.ss  Campbell 
was  staying  with  friends  at  Hastings  and  pas,sed  away  after  a 
very  brief  illness  on  Septemln'r  25th.  She  was  gifted  with  a  good 
voiee  and  worked  faithfully  to  improve  it  and  to  acquire  artistic 
skill,  with  what  success  is  well  known  to  all  old  friends.  She  first 
made  a  name  and  reputation  for  herself  when  she  had  the  honour 
of  singing  hefoi'o  Her  ^lajesty  Queen  Victoria  and  Court  at 
Windsor  Castle.  Miss  Campbell  had  a  charming  personality,  a 
keen  sense  of  humour  and  a  bright  and  cheerful  disposition;  she 
is  much  missed  and  will  ever  he  held  in  affectionate  remembrance 
by  both  friends  and  pupils. 

He  was  educated  at  the 
College  and  then  went  on  to  Wadham  College,  Oxford  and  alter 
Graduating  served  as  mirate  at  Hoxton  and  lllord  heloie  taking 
riiaroe  of  the  Mission  to  the  Blind  in  Burma  ni  191i.

'I’he  ()uecn  expressed  to  the  Pujrils  her  pleasure  in  what  she  had 
lieartl  and  seen  and  her  warm  interest  in  the  success  of  the  Colleg('. 
llcforc  .she  retired  she  shook  hands  with  three  of  the  little  girls. 

To  signify  her  approval.  Queen  Victoria  graciously  permitted  the 
College  tlie  honour  of  using  the  title  “  Royal.” 

1878.  — The  first  wing  of  the  School  Building  was  opened  hj'  H.R.H. 
I’rincess  Louise  in  July. 

1879.  — In  January  H.R.H.  Princess  Mary,  Duche.ss  of  Teck,  with 
her  children,  honoured  with  her  presence  the  annual  gathering  round 
the  Christmas  Tree. 

On  the  !)th  July  their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Prince  and  Princess 
of  Wales  (afterwards  King  Edward  VII.  and  Queen  Alexandra),  accom¬ 
panied  by  their  children,  and  Prince  Louis  of  Battenberg,  attended 
the  Prize  Festival.  The  Princess  was  graciously  pleased  to  present 
the  Prizes,  and  the  Prince  eni])hasised  the  fact  that:  — 

“  This  College,  by  careful  tuition,  gives  your  Students  the 
means  to  enable  them,  in  setting  out  in  life,  not  to  be  thrown  on 
the  care  of  relatives  and  friends,  hut  to  he  able  to  shift  for 
themselves.” 

1880.  — The  pupils  gave  an  Orchestral  Concert  at  the  Crystal  Palace 
under  the  conductorship  of  the  late  Mr.  August  Manns.  Their  Royal 
Highnesses  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Connaught  attended,  and  after 
the  Concert  Her  Royal  Highness  presented  the  Prizes. 

1881.  — H.R.H.  Princess  I’rederica  of  Hanover  was  good  enough  to 
come  to  the  Christmas  Festival,  and  manifested  great  interest  in  the 
work. 

1882.  — Her  iMost  (Iracions  iMajesty  Queen  Victoria  was  ])leascd 
once  again,  to  command  the  presence  of  the  I’npils  at  Wind.«i>r  Castle.
